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THERE IS DANGER IN DELAY

HIIjE not questioning the good intentions of those 


• gentlemen who took it upon themselves to re- 


quest delay-In the acceptance of the plans for the propos- 
ed public building for Reno, :we believe they acted both 
hastily and unwisely in holding up the building -without 
more fully considering what may be the consequences of 
their unauthorized action. 


In the first place the proposed building is not a Re- 


publican institution and it might be possible that one or 
two Democrats' in the city have as good an idea of what is 
needed in Reno and the best .way of securing it as the 
strong array of representatives of the g. o. p. who 'signed 
the request for delay. Certainly if such an. opinion had 
gained currency as these gentlemen assert, it has done so ' 
with a .remarkable dearth of public discussion. It may be, 
true, as they claim, that the structure as proposed by the 
plans submitted -will be inadequate for the accommodar 
tion of present necessities, but there is grave danger that 
by asking for a temporary delay they have postponed the 
whole matter for an indefinite period. With the mass of 
red tape which must be unwound in securing an appro- 
priation, it is dangerous, to say the least, to interfere with 
the machinery once- it is in motion. The experience of 
Nevada in securing the public building .'for Carson City ' 
Is a case in point. If we remember correctly, the orig- 
inal appropriation was only $70,000 while the total cost of 
the completed building- was in the neighborhood of $130,000. 
Congressman Geo. W. Cassidy, to whose untiring efforts is 
due the credit of securing the appropriation, twice suc- 
ceeded in having the original amount increased, with the 
result that there was practically no delay in the construc- 
tion and a much handsomer structure was erected than 
originally intended or anticipated by the people of the 
state. Mr. Cassidy at first asked for $100,000 which was 
cut to $70,000. Notwithstanding this ..cut it was Seemed 
advisable by Nevada's delegation in congress to accept 
'the $70,000 and go ahead with the construction and trust 
to a future session granting an additional amount later. 
Events proved the wisdom of their course. This is the 
course tha't should be pursued with reference to the Reno 
building.

T"he original amount asked for by Mr. Newlands was 


$75,000, which was reduced in committee to $60,000 against 
the strenuous opposition of the author of the bill. Howev- ' 
er, Mr. Newlands, acting on the well established prece- 
dents in the construction of public buildings everywhere, 
preferred to follow the course so successfully pursued by 
Mr. Cassidy and let the appropriation go through in its . 
reduced form rather than risk further delay. 


The Journal fully endorses the editorial comments of

THE CENSUS L|AR, AND NEVADA

iOR NEVADA. The hand of fate seems to be against 


her. 
For forty- five years she has suffered from""un- 


friendly legislation, from sectional hatred, from unscru- 
pulous exploiters, from corporate greed, from railroad rule, 
from general opprobrium and from all-around hard luck. 
And now she is getting it from the census statistician. 


On Sunday every newspaper In the land of any. conse- 


quence announced that Director of the Census North had 
placed the population of Nevada for 1904 at about 40,000 
and for 1905 at about 39,000. This computation for a state 
which in 1900 numbered over 45,000 and has since increas- 
ed its population by from 35 to 50 per cent is somewhat 
startling. It throws an illuminating light upon the "ways 
that are dark and tricks that are vain" of 'government 
bureaus. 
•

The government maintains; year in and year out,' an 


expensive department in the form of a census bureau. 
Its function is to issue statistics of one kind and another, 
and, among others, estimates of the' population of the 
several states. And it fulfills that function — not admirably, 
we are constrained to say, but regularly; regularly enough 
for the director to draw his salary. 


And how are these estimates prepared? We 'regret to 


answer that there is nothing more involved in their 'com- 
position than some white paper; a pencil, and a more or 
less limited knowledge of division and multiplication. 
The great majority of the people who see those estimates 
fancy that they are compiled with great care 'and are 
based xipon something more tangible than a comparison if 
the census table of 1900 with the resurrected, returns of 
the preceding decade. . For instance the population of 
Nevada in 1890 was about 60,000 "and in 1900 45,000. There- 
fore the census bureau assumes that if it 'fell off so much 
a year between 1890 and 1900 it must continue to fall off 
at the same ratio between 1900 and 1910. If the tiead ot 
that bureau were not so hopelessly hopelessly an ass -we 
should take the" pains to point out to him that by his 


process of calculation it would be' but: a question? of years 
until Nevada should become a state without a single inhab- 
itant—except, perhaps, her United States senators it is 
probably fortunate for us that Director North aftd^hls 
energ-ies aie finite and his functions limited by the law, or 
by fifty years from this Nevada might appear on the census 
"rolls with a population represented by a minus mark'thf 
size of a snorting-pole.

• The,.constables of :thls city are com- 
pletely alt sea in regard to the identity

night's holdup. ;The local officers were 
not notified' of 'the holdup and knew 
nothing of it'. until' they, saw.',it In''the 
morning paper. They were unable to 
get any clue yesterday,as to who com- 
mitted the deed.

Tto't notifying them of the affair and are 
inclined to. view the matter more as 
a hoax than anything else.

Deputy Constable Malay said: 
"I knew nothing of the affair until 


I was told of' it in1 the morning by 
Constable Pollock. I was in the Oberon 
a't about 10:30 and took some letters 
from there to the postofflce.

in 
the 


neighborhood of the Old. Homestead 
when the robbery occurred. Had the 
people of the' Oberon 'telephoned to 
some of the saloons along the line they 
could have found me. I don't think 
they wanted any officers on the,scene.." 


The people at the Oberon claim that 


they telephoned 'to- nearly all 'the sa- 
loons on Harriman 
street that the 


house had been held up and to send.the 
officers down if they could find them, 
but they were not to be found. ' 
'..ITie robber made an attempt to en- 
ter the rear of the Crystal saloon some 
time after the hold up of the- Oberon.
